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THE PONY EXPRESS RUNS AGAIN. 

The old Pony Express route leading half-way across the continent has 
been ridden again by Boy Scouts. The affair is being sponsored by the 
Oregon Trail Memorial Association, to celebrate the 75th anniversary 
of the historic event. 

One hundred and ninety Boy Scouts, following the same trail in the 
same manner as the original Pony Express riders, carried mail from 
Sacramento to St. Joseph, Mo., as part of the diamond jubilee celebration 
of the first ride, which began April 3, 1860, at Sacramento, Calif. The 
trail took them through California, Nevada, Utah, Wyoming, Nebraska, 
Kansas and to St. Joseph.
